Obama raises stakes in US debt, spending 
showdown 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
President Barack Obama 
warned Thursday he would 
never allow Republicans to 
kill or delay his health care 
law, raising the stakes in a 
showdown that could shutter 
government or trigger a US 
debt default 

House of Representatives 
Republicans Ere refusing to 
fluid a stopgap government 
budge! or rase the $16.7 trillion 
federal borrowing ceiling un¬ 
less die president agrees to de¬ 
fund or delay so-called 
" Ob amacare" - his greatest do¬ 
mestic political achievement. 

If no deal is reached, the 
government, could shudder to 
a halt next Tuesday, the first 


day of the new fiscal year, 
and by October 17 the United 
States could default on its 
debts for the first time ever. 

But Obama, speaking at a 
community college in sub¬ 
urbs surrounding the US cap¬ 
ital, warned sharply lie would 
not tolerate the Republican 
gambit on healtii care. 

"Some have threatened a 
g o vemment shutdo mi i f th ey 
can't shut dawn this law," 
Obama said. 

"Others have actually 
threatened an economic shut¬ 
down by refusing Id pay 
America's bills if they can't 
delay the law 

"That's not going to hap¬ 
pen as long as I ni president 


The Affordable Care Act is 
here to stay." 

Ob amacare works by ex¬ 
panding the pool of people 
buying insurance and sharing 
casts. It requires all Ameri¬ 
cans to have health insurance 
— either by plans provided by 
their employers or through 
new hedtli insurance ex¬ 
changes, which start going 
into effect an October 1. 

Republicans oppose the 
ov er al l 1 aw b ecau s e they see 
it as unacceptable govern¬ 
ment interference. They also 
argue that the exchanges are 
not ready. 

The House last week 
passed a temporary budget, 
known as a continuing reso¬ 
lution (CFO, that maintains 
federal spending at current 
levels for the coming months 
while Congress works out a 
long-term deal. 

But it controversially in¬ 
cluded a provision stripping 
Ob am a.: are of its funding. 

The Democratic-led Sen¬ 
ate balked, and is widely ex¬ 
pected to pass the spending 
bill with the Obamacare lan¬ 
guage stripped out 

Days before a passible 


shutdown. House Speaker 
J a hn B o ehner hud dl e d with 
his Republican caucus early 
Thursday to plat a path for¬ 
ward, and emerged to sug¬ 
gest the House would not 
approve a Senate bill 

"I do not see that happen¬ 
ing,” Bo ehner told reporters, 
adding that he would also 
seek to tie important spend¬ 
ing cuts and pro-growth re¬ 
forms to a debt limit 


increase." 

He provided no details 
about the Republican plans, 
but conservative lawmakers 
have spoken a f their willing¬ 
ness ta raise the US borrow¬ 
ing limit only if key parts of 
Obamacare are delayed 

Bo ehner also insisted he 
did not expect a shutdown 
But with time running out, 
the two sides appeared no 
closer to a resolution.

"Among other things, we 
are considering provisions to

Storm-stricken 
Acapulco hit by 
new floods 


ACAPULCO (AFP) - Authorities m Acapulco dosed schools 
and evacuated dozens of re si dents Thursday after heavy rains 
sparked new floods in the Mexican Pacific resort still reeling 
from deadly tropical storms. 

Flooding was reported in at least 22 city districts and the main 
boulevard to the airport was closed after a lagoon overflowed, 
though the terminal remained in operation, officials said. 
Around 40 people were evacuated from high-risk areas, ac¬ 
cording to authorities. 

Residents from the Diamante hotel neighborhood, winch was 
heavily flooded just days ago, left their homes for fear of 
being trapped by the rising waters again. 

Tens of thousands of tourists were stranded due to floods in 
Acapulco last week after tropical storms Ingrid and Manuel 
swept across the country. 

The storms killed at least 139 people nationwide and 53 peo¬ 
ple were reported mss sing after a massive mudslide buried 
their village northwest of Acapulco. 


US, Russia agree landmark 
UN resolution on Syria 


UNITED NATIONS (AFP) - 
The United States and Russia 
on Thursday agreed the out¬ 
line of a draft UN Security 
Council resolution on de¬ 
stroying Syria's chemical 
weapons, officials said. 

While the resolution does 
not prop □ se imme di at e me as - 
ures aver a chemical attack 
near Damascus one month 
ago, it allows for eventual 
sanctions if there are 
breaches of a disarmament 
pl an, diplomats said.

No date far a vote has 
been set But if agreed, the 
resolution would be the first 


to be passed by the council 
since the start of the Syria 
conflict in March 0011 
The accord was an¬ 
nounced after new talks be¬ 
tween Russia's Foreign 
Minister Sergei Lavrov and 
US Secretary of State John 
Kerry on Syria Neither gave 
details of the text. 

Lavrov told reporters "an 
understanding" with the 
United States had been 
reached ana draft, resolution 
and a disarmament plan 
which must be approved hy 
the Organization for the Pro¬ 
hibition of Chemical 
Weapons (OPCW) 

Kerry said the interna¬ 
tional community "can now 
move forward and give life 
hopefully to the removal and 
destruction of chemical 
weapons from Syria,"

Samantha 
Lewthwaite, a 29-year-old Muslim convert, was married 
to Germaine Lindsay, one of four Islamist suicide 
bombers who attacked the London transport network on 
July 7,2005, killing 52 people. The Interpol red notice is¬ 
sued at Kenya's request says the mother-of-three Is 
"wanted by Kenya on charges of being in possession of 
explosives and conspiracy to commit a felony dating 
back to Dec ember 2011," 

Peru confirms bishop 
defrocked for alleged

PARIS (AFP) - Air France 
said on Thursday it will take 
civil action in court after 1 5 
tonnes of cocaine were smug¬ 
gled into Pans on a flight from 
Venezuela. 

The drugs were hidden in JO 
suitcases and placed on a plane 
flying from Caracas to Paris on 
September 11 

Hie carrier said in a state¬ 
ment that it had launched an 
internal probe into the affair in¬ 
volving an illicit cargo worth 
2 DO mi She n euro s ($2 70 m). 

It said the plane carrying 
254 passengers had luggage 
corresponding to the people on 
board and 13 pieces of bag¬ 
gage belonging to those who 
had travelled on an earlier 
flight. 

"The unidentified bags were 
introduced in an illicit way 
somewhere along the loading 


chain of containers due to be 
boarded onto the aircraft," 1 a 
statement said. 

Air France said the "flight 
was carrying 11 baggage con¬ 
tainers, two cargo containers 
and two pallets m its holds. 
These were all recorded and 
listed in the flight monitoring 
system, in line with company 
procedures." 

It said it had stepped up 
monitoring of the loading 
chain at some destinations 

Police say the drugs arrived 
in France on September 11 but 
were not seized until the 30th in 
order to let investigators moni¬ 
tor who was picking them up. 

Venezuela has arrested 22 
people including eight military 
staff and a local Air France 
deputy station manager, while 
three Italians and two Britons 
have b een arrested m France. 


The airline said the deten¬ 
tion of its employee in 
Venezuela was a "normal pro¬ 
cedure’ and did not "imply any 
kind of responsibility nor any 
role m this affair" 

Cocaine is processed from 
co ca 1 eaves grown in countn es 
such as Colombia, Peru and 
Bolivia. 

Vienezuel a do e s n ot pro due e 
cocaine, according to United 
Nations monitors, but drug 
traffickers are increasingly 
uang its territory to smuggle 
drugs into other nations. 

In 2012, Venezuelan police 
seized some 45 tonnes of ille¬

Pope Francis notified Peru 
in July via the Vatican's em¬ 
bassy here that Miranda must 
be dismissed and shipped of 
lus status as a clergyman, said 
Salvador Pineiro, president of 
the bishops conference 

Pineiro said he supported a 
government investigation 
under way into Miranda's al¬ 
leged pedophilia. 

Pineiro is archbishop a f Ay¬ 
acucho and thus had worked 
with the alleged pedophile. 

After news of the case first 
broke, Ayacucho prosecutor 
Gary Nunez b egan proceedings 
to have Peru's foreign mini shy 
ask the papal nuncio — the 
pope's ambassador -- for infor¬ 
mation so as to launch a probe 
of Miranda. 



SICHUAN, China - Fourteen tiny panda cubs were on full 
display at China's Chengdu Research Base for Giant 
Panda Breeding this week. In total, 20 cubs were born at 
the breeding base and 17 survived this year. Because of 
their small size and difficulty to care for at birth* about 
60 to 70 per cent die within their first week.

top oil producer, but is only 
marginally ahead of the United 
States, whose output is gaming 
rapidly thanks in p art to devel¬ 
opment of oil shale reserves 
That could significantly alter 
Saudi Arabia's export, mix, as 
the kingdom's oil accounted 
for a whopping 16 percent of 
US imports last ye ar. 

Saudi billionaire Prince Al- 
waSeed bin Talai has joined in 
raising the alarm over the 
kingdom's dependence on oil 
exports to generate revenue, 
warning that the threat from 
shale oil and gas is "definitely 
coming - 


The United States is on track 
to become the world-numb er- 
one oil producer by 2017 and 
a net exporter by 2D3D, ac¬ 
cording to the International 
Energy Agency (IEA). 

Extracting oil and gas from 
shale rock formations has de¬ 
veloped rapidly m the United 
states, whose recoverable 
shale oil resources amount to 
5S billion barrels, according to 
the US Energy Information

The E1Aranks US wealth of 
shale oil second globally after 
tliat of Russia, which is 
around 75 billion barrels 
Tire United States also sits 
on 665 trillion cubic feet of 
technically recoverable shale 
gas, EIA says.

Switzerland leads 
in global energy 
ranking 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Switzerland and a handful 
of countries in Europe led 
the way in a global rank- 
ing Tuesday of energy ef¬ 
ficiency, access to 
resources and environ¬ 
mental sustainability. 

China ranked 78th and 
the United States was 
15th, according to the re¬ 
port by the World Energy 
Council, a London-based 
group that promotes sus¬ 
tainable power. 

Only five countries re¬ 
ceived all A's - Switzer¬ 
land, Denmark, Sweden, 
Britain and Spain. 

Benin and Zimbabwe re¬ 
ceived all D's. India, 
Lebanon, Yemen and 
Nicaragua also fared 
poorly with C F s and D's, 

China got an A for en¬ 
ergy security but D's for 
the environment and af¬ 
fordability and equitable 
access to power. 

The United States was a 
top scorer in security and 
supply but earned a C in 
environmental friendli¬ 
ness. 

The report was based 
on interviews with more 
than 50 government offi¬ 
cials, development banks 
and international experts 
from more than 25 coun¬ 
tries, the WEC said.

Jury to retire after five-month 
Jack$on-AEG trial 



LOS ANGELES (AFP) - Ju¬ 
rors m the trial pitting Michael 
Jackson's family against the 
promoters of his last doomed 
tour will retire to consider their 
verdict, after a final plea Thurs¬ 
day by lus mother's lawyers. 

At the end of a five-month 
trial, the six-man, six-woman 
jury will have to decide if pro¬ 
moters AEG Live negligently 
lured and supervised Dr Con¬ 
rad Murray, the medic con- 
vi cte cl ov er the p op l c on's 2 00 9 
death 

If they find in the Jacksons 4 
favor they will also determine 
how much AEG Live should 
pay in compensation. The pro¬ 
mo ter s's main lawyer says the 
star's family wants $1.5 billion, 
a sum he calls "absurd 1 

Lawyers for the Jackson 
family and AEG Live made 
their closing arguments on 
Tuesday and Wednesday, and 
the Jacksons' attorney Brian 
Pamsh has one last chance to 
rebut Iris rivals' claims on 
Thursday. 

Pam sir has said the promot¬ 
ers should pay $290 million in 
so-called non-economic dam¬ 
ages,. for die likes of loss of 
emotional comfort, and an un¬ 
specified amount for economic 
damages. 

On Tuesday he cited ac¬ 
countants 1 analyses of' Jack- 
son's potential future earnings 
of between about $900 million 
and $1 6 billion, but said the 
jury would have to decide its 
own figure. 

AEG Live's attorney Marvin 
Putnam said Wednesday a 
claim on such scale was ridicu¬ 
lous

Murray, a cardiologist, was 
convicted of involuntary 
manslaughter in a criminal 
trial in 2011 for giving the 
ding to the star - who suffered 
from chronic ins omnia — to 
help him sleep 

Murray was jailed for four 
years. 

In the civil trial, the singer's 
mother Katherine Jackson, S3, 
alleged that AEG Live negli¬ 


gently hired an in appropriate 
and incompetent doctor and 
missed a series of red flags 
about the star's failing health in 
the mu-up to Ins death 

But the promoter's lawyer 
said Wednesday that AEG 
Live never actually lured Mur¬ 
ray, who it noted had treated 
Jackson and his children over 
several years.

According to the United Na¬ 
tans, some 57 million children 
around the world of elemen¬ 
tary school age are denied an 
education - and 52 percent of 
them are girls.

Earlier tins year 
in July, she received a standing 
ovation for an address to the 
general assembly at which she

Olympics: NHL 
star Ovechkin to 
begin Sochi torch 
relay 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Alex Ovechkin, a three-time 
National Hockey League 
Most Valuable Pi ayer wl th tlis 
Washington Capitals, was 
named Thursday to be the 
first Russian torchbearer for 
the 2014 Sochi Winter 
Olympics. 

The Capitals announced 
tli at nght wing Ovechkin, the 
team c apt am, will leave the 
squad after Friday's pre-sea¬ 
son home game against 
Philadelphia for the Olympic 
Torch igniting ceremony on 
Sunday at Olympia, Greece. 

"I'm extremely humbled 
and honored to be the first 
Russian to carry the Olympic 
Torch," Ovechkin said of the 
Sochi relay launch "This is a 
once in a lifetime opportunity 


and something I will never 
forget." 

The torch will travel 
through all S 3 regions of Rus¬ 
sia, visiting 3,900 towns and 
settlements on its journey to 
Sochi far the Winter 
Olympics next February, 
when Ovechkin will try to 
lead a squad of Russian stars 
to their first gold medal since 
NHL players began compet¬ 
ing at the Olympics in 1933. 

Ovechkin, named the 
NHL's top player last season 
as well as m 30 D3 and 2DO3, 
will return to the Capitals on 
Sunday ahead of Tuesday's 
season opener at Chicago 
against the defending Stanley 
Cup champion Blackhawks. 

"This is a huge honor and 
we are so proud and excited 
for Alex and his family,' Cap¬ 
itals owner Ted Leon sis said 
"This is a very special event 
and we are thrilled that he 
was recognised for his past 
achievements and his dedica¬ 
tion to Ins craft and his coun¬ 
try." 

Ove chki n who is engaged 
to tennis player compatriot 
Maria Kinlenko, is one of the 
most recognisable faces in 
Russian sport.. 
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Selig to step down as MLB boss 
in January 2015 


NEW YORK CITY (AFP) - 
Major League Baseball com¬ 
missi onsr Bud Selig said 
Thuis day tli at he will re si gn i n 
Jaaaury Df 2015, ending a 
reign of more than 2D years 
that began as an interim boss 
m 1992. 

Selig had already said two 
years ago that the 2014 season 
would be Ins last in charge, but 
gave details about bis farewell 
and the process to name a suc¬ 
cessor. 

Selig, 79, was owner of the 
Milwaukee Brewers before he 
took over as the interim com- 
missLonerm 1992 after owners 
voted out. Fay Vincent and was 
named to tlie job on a perma¬ 
nent basis in 1993. 

Major League B aseball has 
grown into a $9 billion busi¬ 
ness during Selig s tenure, but 
has also been stained by dop¬ 
ing scandals, including one 
tins year that prompted Selig 
to impose a 211-game doping 
ban upon New York Yankees 
star Alex Rodriguez, who is 
playing as he appeals the sus¬ 
pension 

Selig had fights with play¬ 
ers, the most brutal of which 


saw the cancellation of the 
1994 World Senes as club 
owners took a hard line in a 
fight for profits they would 
eventually share. 

The humiliating loss Df a 
season that was two-thirds 
complete helped push fans 
away in Montreal, leading to 
the dub's transfer to Washing¬ 
ton, but the bitter memory 
helped owners and players 
avoid future money disputes 
such as those suffered by the 
other top North Amen can 
team sports in recent years. 

US lawmakers famously 
criticized Selig for most of a 
12-hour heanng into steroids 
in baseball, a stinging rebuke 
that led Selig to toughen Maj or 
League Baseb all's anti-da pmg 
policy to the toughest of the 
major North American sports 
leagues, who da not follow 
World Anti-Doping Agency 
guidelines. 

Home run record chases by 
Mark McGwire and Barry 
Bonds ended in doping dis¬ 
grace, with McGwire admit¬ 
ting he to ok 

performance-enhancing drugs 
and Bonds linked to the 


BALCO steroid scandal and 
jeered by fans as he became 
the all-time US homer kmg, al¬ 
though he was convicted only 
of giving a rambling and unre- 
sposnsive answer to a grand 
jury when his doping issues re¬ 
sulted m a trial. 

Selig took the American 
League and National League 
horn two divisions to three m 
1994 and expanded the play¬ 
offs from four to eight total 
teams They were stretched 
again to the current 10 clubs. 

As if that was not shattering 
to purists of the sport, inter- 
league games began in 1997, 
an idea tli at helped push the 
Houston Astros move from the 
National to American league 
tins season to give each 15 
clubs 

Under Selig, Major League 
Baseball took charge of its own 
international reputation with die 
World Baseball Classic, spurn¬ 
ing a shutdown of its season to 
compete in the Olympics in 
favor of a March pre-season 
event that would send top play¬ 
ers from around the world 
against each other before the 
start of file North American sea¬ 
son.
